Part 
of the land in dispute is used for lum­ 
ber yards. If the railroad company 
wins it will endeavor to have returned 
the tax paid in 189« and also in 1897.

“ Now,” continued Dr. Junker, 
have written out a contract, aud if you 
will sign it with me 1 shall reach the 
coast. It provides that when you deliver 
me alive at S^nasibar the &um of |1, 
500 (Austrian thalers) will be paid to 
you by this firm. You cannot take me 
with you as a traveler or a friend, aud 
you must thiiefore take me as a slave.’ 
The barguiu wus made on this biisis 
In passing through the hostile tribes the 
white man was represented to be a slave 
who had been purchased from a negro 
tribe farther north. Asa slave he passed 
muster even at the court of cruel King 
Mwanga and was allowed to pass ou in 
peace with his supposed master.—Har 
|ier*i Round Table.

THEIR FIRST CONCERT 


Evening News Band Entertains and 


Delights an Audience of Five 


Hundred People. 


BRIEF HISTORY OF THE BAND. 


Little Marlon Barton of St, Joseph a 
Graceful and Talented Vio­ 
linist. 


The Eveningf News Newsboys’ band 
Ifave its first public concert last even- 
before an audience of 500 people at 
the First Methodist church, and the 
auditors were wonderfully surprised 
and pleased to hear what a band of 
boys, organized but a little time ago, 
could do. 


There were no discords and the band 
played with that calmness that charac­ 
terizes the professional. With their 
new suits they looked more handsome 
than ever before.

the audience.

Little Marion Barton, of St. Joseph, 
gave two violin numbers and made a 
warm place for herself in the hearts of 
musical people in Benton Harbor.

Miss Mabel Bratton, of Coloma, a 
reader of talent, appeared on the pro­ 
gram for two numbers, but on account 
of a cold, she could not do justice to 
herself. Although coaxed by applause 
at each appearance she gracefully de­ 
clined to give encore numbers, a deci­ 
sion necessary by the condition of her 
voice. 


The concert was given under the 
auspices of the lecture committee of 
the Methodist church and the church 
cleared as much as the average protit 
on the entertainments in the lecture 
course. 


voted to call themselves “The Even­ 
ing News Newsboys’ Band” and a band 
room was given tbem in T h e N e w s 
building. 
Many of the boys knew 
very little about music. Prot. R. .1. 
Stephens was engaged as their first in­ 
structor and in a short time he had the 
organization so that it could make a 
creditable 
appearance. 
T h e N e w s 
widely advertised the band and soon 
the boys had filled enough engagements 
at a low price to have in the bank to 
their credit nearly $60. Unfortunately 
the money was on deposit in the First 
National "bank. 


When Prof. Stephens left for Chi­ 
cago he w^as succeeded by Prof. Arthur 
Nelson, whose good work was plainly 
visible at the concert. The music 
played last night was mostly composed 
by Prof. Nelson. 


The boys cleared $48.05as their share 
of the proceeds last evening and now 
they have full uniforms, are out of debt 
and money on hand to buy new music 
and put themselves in "better shape 
than ever. The training received by 
members of the band will be of great 
service to them in after life. Of late, 
applications for membership in the 
band have been coming in rapidly. The 
boys are now ready to fill engage­ 
ments and will soon make a tour of the 
dilTerent villages in the county. 


There is a story in connection with 
the way many members of the band 
were selected. 
Take 
for instance, 
Clare Edmunds, the snare drummer. 
One evening two months ago this little 
chap wandered in T h e N e w s building 
when the boys were practicing. He 
gazed at the snare drummer and would 
not remove his eyes from the fast Hying 
drum sticks. He looked at the drum 
so intently that soon he was asked to 
play. He hesitated but the boys coaxed 
him and thought they would have a 
good laugh over the failure of a “jay.” 
He had never playf d a drum before,

THE WHEAT MARKET. 


1 will not inquire libw many mute, 
inglorious Whitmans or Thoreaus there 
may be among the tramps of the United 
States, but it cannot be doubted that 
the outcasts of a highly sophisticated 
society embrace not a few who in a 
tribe of hunters or herdsmen or fisher­ 
men would have had a place and would 
perhaps have been not useless members 
of the body politic. Formerly in the 
United States we used largely to rid 
ourselves of this element by throwing 
men of that type out on to the frontier. 
While millions went west with un­ 
daunted resolution, boundless energy 
and strong ambition to make for them­ 
selves and their children homes in the 
lands newly opened to settlement, there 
went along with them no inconsidera­ 
ble number who were simply uncom­ 
fortable under the requirements of an 
old society. They sometimes made ex- 
eellent pioneers up to a certain point. 


So long as all, the poorest and the 
best, bad to live in huts, wear shabby 
clothes and live meanly while opening 
up the country and making the first 
hurried improvements upon the soil, 
these men felt at home. But when the 
mere camping out stage was passed, 
when public decency began to make its 
requirements and social distinctions 
rose into view, straightway they came 
to feel uneasy, uncomfortable, unhap­ 
py. 
Daily they cast more and more 
glances toward the setting sun, and be­ 
fore long they were again on the move, 
“ seeking a country” where they could 
be as shiftless, irregular and shabby as 
they liked. The story of the reputable 
pioneer has been told in prose and in 
verse, but the story of the pioneer vag­ 
abond, sturdy, courageous, possibly good 
natured and honest, but intolerant of 
near neighbors and olTensive to good so­ 
ciety, has yet to bo written.

A MORNING GLORY CULT. 


This Flower T«klng the Pl«oe of Ghrya- 
anlhemnms In Jap»n. 


Mis.s Eliza Buhamnh Scidmore has aii 
article ou “ The Wonderful Morning 
Glories of Japan” iu Tbe Century. Misa 
Scidmore says: 


As a floral sensation the cbrysanthe- 
mum may be said to have had its day, 
tbe carnation is going, going, and seek­ 
ers after novelty among flower fanciers 
are sighing for a new flower to conquer. 
It is bardly known, even to foreign res­ 
idents in Japan, that that land, whicb 
has given us so much of art and beauty, 
bas lately revived tbe culture of its most 
remarkable 
flower, 
tbe asagao, our 
morning glory. For size, beauty, range 
of color and illimitable variety there 
attained this sunrise flower precedes all 
others until its cultivation has become 
a craze, whicb is likely to spread to 
other countries, and—who knows—per­ 
haps there introduce tbe current Jap­ 
anese custom of 5 o’clock in tbe morn­ 
ing teas and garden parties. 


Asagao, the morning flower, is more 
especially Japan’s own blossom than 
tbe cbrysantbonium, whicb, like it, 
came from Cbinu as a primitive sort of 
weed, afterward to bo evolved by Jap­ 
anese art or mngic into a floral wonder 
of a hundred varying forms. 


We who know and grow tbe morn­ 
ing glory as a bumble back yard vine ou 
a string—a vine with leaves like those 
of the sweet potato and puny little pink 
or purple flowors—are as far in tbe 
floral darkness as the Chinese, who 
know it chiefly us a wild thing of fields 
and hedge rows, tbe vine of “ tbe little 
tnmipets” or tbe “ dawn flower,” that 
is entangled w’ith briers and bushes for 
miles along the top of Poking’s walls. 
The old poetry and tbe old art do not 
seem to bo permeutod with it, as in 
Japan, where the forms of vases, bowls 
and cups, tbe designs and paintings of 
the greatest masters, repeat tbe graceful 
lines of vino and flower, and scores of 
famous iK)ems celebrate tbe asagao in 
written characters as beautiful to tbe 
eye as is their sound to tbe ear. 


The asagao was brought to Japan 
with the Buddhist religion, that partic 
ular cult of early rising. Scholars and 
priests who went over to study tbe new 
religion brouglit back the seeds of many 
Chinese plants. 
The tea plant came 
then, and Eisai brought tbe seeds of the 
sacred bo tree, and Tai Kwan, the Chi- 
ne.se priest at the Obaku temple in Uji, 
who may have introduced the flower to 
Japan, was one of the first to sing 
the asagao in graceful outas, classic 
poems which scliolarly bruslies repeat 
today. 
“ A.sagaos bloom aud fade so 
(luickly, only to prepare for the mor 
row’s glory,” is Tai Kwan’s best known 
verso. 


Uow Punch and Jady Came to EnglMd. 


The heyday of the puppet show in 
England was during the lust century. 
Long before then strolling showmen 
bad exhibited “ drolls” or “ motions”— 
as the English puppets were knowi; in 
the early days—to crowds of gaping 
rustics, but it was not until the time of 
Steele and Addi.son that the puppet show 
btnuime a fashionable amusement, pat­ 
ronized by upper tendom. 


Pulcinellu came to London in 1600, 
when au Itali.ui puppet player set up 
his booth at Charing Cross and paid 
small rental to the overseers of St. Mar­ 
tin's parish. His name was at once 
Englished into Punchinello, which was 
soon to bo completely Anglicized as 
Ptuicb.—Harper’s Magazine.

On getting out at the railway sta­ 
tion wo encountered George Cruikshunk 
W’ith whom iu early life Thackeray hai 
studied etching and whoso illuHtrutions 
were a feature of Dickens’ earlier works 
Cruikshunk wa.s then in his seventieth 
year. He walked with us to Kensul 
Green cemetery, and the day being 
w'urm I carried his overcoat. 


The great teuiperuiice artist was as 
quaint and odd in manner and appear 
auce as any of bis own caricatures 
George, as his intiniutes culled him 
¡iosses.sed histrionic tastes uud used to 
appear as Macbeth and in other Shak* 
speareau charucters ut Saddler’s Well.s 
He was associated with Dickens, tao, iu 
the amateur performunee.s in connection 
with the promotiun of the Guild of Lit 
erature and Art. Cruikshunk was ulso u 
volunteer officer, and on the occusion of 
some review a comic burd wrote iu ul 
fusion to his temperance proclivities 
lines which I still recull: 


Faney Cruik.'sluuik, if you pleasie, 
On a hurjio with yroggy knotia!

“Every boy should strive to become 
when he grows up in life a politician— 
one who understands the questions of 
government and is ready to do his 
share in helping to bear the burdens of 
public otüce when called upon by his 
countrymen. Tell your boys that in a 
republic all must Help govern if they 
wish good government and incorrupti- 
b le otiieials. Tell t horn that when ¡rov- 
ernment is dele¿;u(v;d to bosses and 
heelers, it will not bt? long before self- 
govürninent is at an cu d . 


“From the example of some of our cit­ 
ies one would conclude that society was 
divided into 
two chiH'ds. respect able 
citizens and politicians. The formoi 
being a class who are too good to have 
anything to do with city jrovernment 
or to hold ottice, but who nevertheless 
use the latter for their selfish ends,pay 
them for it, but refuse to associate with 
them. To teach the youth of the land 
the duties of <;itizenshlp is an urgent, 
practical question. Prepare them to 
make, when 21 years of age. a juir p 
from the start at the abuses which aré 
growing up around them. 
Awaken 
the generation that is growing up to 
the great questions which will con­ 
front them in the near future. Be not 
afraid, be earnest, be honest.
